Ail iigs Must Be Candied After 
May IS. 

Senate Bill number 193 introduced 
and passed at the last session of the 
Lefialatore, ragalatlng the sale of 

fresh eggs, will effect everj dealer in 

the State, whose duty tt is to acquaint 
hloosdlf with the law which is as fol- 
lows: 

"An Aet to pramote tba praaoetioo 

of better eggs in Kentucky by regu- 
lating the traffic in eggs to prevent 
fraud and misreprescotatiou lu deal- 
ing in eggs, to preTcntsale «f eoa 
oato fprtannan feod.1uid to fix pen- 
alties for fMatlon of tiw pw f to on s 
thereof. 

"Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the OoBBBonwoalth of Ken- 
taeliy,tliafe. 

"1. No person, tirm or corporation 
engaged in the buy iuK and selling of 
eggs shall sell, oSer or expose for sale 
or tcaflc In, any egfa onflt ite luuian 
food, uoleis the' same ia kroken in 
shell, and denatured so that it cannot 
be used for human food. For the pur- 
pose of this Act, an egg shall be dawn- 
ed anfit tor bnoBaa food if it be adaied 
or moldy, has a black rot, or white 
rot, blood T\n^, if it lias an adherent 
yolk or a bloody or green wliite; or if 
it be ineobated beyond tbe Mood 
rin« stage; or If it be oomposad in 
whole or putrid substance 

"2. That between May loth of each 
year and January lotli of the follow-
